Tue Authority of Licenfing was no fooner {et- 
led, but it was.cxercifed with tuch Moderation, as 
duced many Gentlemen, who at firft were not 
without fome’ Apprehenfions on that Account, to 
declare publickly their Approbation of a Power fo 
weceffary and fo mildly executed; and one Piece, in par- 
ticular, reach'd the Stage, for which it may, not im- 
properly, be faid, the Publick was more obliged to 
the gencrous Sentiments of the L-———d C———n, 
than to the Author ; for the Play. beiag found te have 
fome Merit, it was gencroufly refolv'd ce defpife the 
mean Intention too apparent, in feveral Parts of it, 
rather than deprive the Town of the Pleafure that 
might arife from the Sentiments contained in 
fome of the Scenes; and whtn it came into Repre- 
fentation, it was ebferyed, to the no fimall Mortifi- 
cation of the Levers of Dramatick Compofitions, that 
the moft poetical Defcriptions, the mo moving Pat- 
fions were regh:Gted, while 4pprobatian. appeared only 
where Perf.nal [ntention was 100 obvious; And, in 
Proof of real Merit being the only Recommendation 
to confiderable Applaufe in the Theatre, as foon as 
it had been feen a few Night by Audiences prepof- 
fels*d in its Favour, and notwithftanding fome orher 
UNCOMMON Measures taken for fupporting it, 
it was play’d to very thin Honfes; and the utmoft 
Endeavours of a Ser of Men, who piqu’d them-_ 
felves upon its Reprefentation, were nor fufficicnt to 
draw the People into a Liking for a Piece in which 
the motley Mixture of Poetry and Party was evident 
to every common Spe¢tator: So that this boafted 
Peformance dropt, amongft the Acclamations of all 
who interefted themfelves in its Reception; and 
this mighty Attack, which was induftrioufly faid to 
be made from the Malecontent Camp, ended in 
litle more than getting the Author fome A/oney from 
thofe who fwallow every Bait prepared to feea their 
gruedieG & yadices, and much Pity from fuch as 
uppofing him polle(s'd of fome Genius, were forty to 
fee it debafed to fuch low Purpofes. 

Soow after this, uhere appeared in the News- 
Papers, an Advertifement, figned H. Brooke, inform- 
ing the Town, thar as, inftead of fourteen, he had:

without Succefs, he concluded that noTHING but 
the Intention of a Denial could occafion a Delay:

to attrtbut= it to rhat Conceit and Impatience which 
is almof infeparablefrom an Author of moderate Ca- 
pacity and little Experience; while thofe who were
